Motion by Bigelow, seconded by Robinson, that the Clerk write 
a note to Judge London expressing our regrets to him upon his 
resignation as a member of our Committee. 
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Supt. Lethbridge informed the Committee that Mr. Johnson has 
done a fine job in cleaning the boiler water pipes, less coal is 
being used and water has to be put in the boilers only once in 
48 hours, instead of several times a day. 

Mr. Fairbanks reported that the town of Boscawen would not 
provide water to the Home for at least two years. 

Mr. Bigelow suggested we build a new boiler house at the Home, 
with space enough for three boilers, so that if at a later date, 
as the Home grows and a third boiler is needed the space will 
be available. He also suggested that the tunnel be cleaned up and 
depiped. 

It was reported that the specifications for the new heating plant 
provides for an auxiliary system while the new boilers are being 
installed. 

A new boiler house and laundry combined would cost approxi- 
mately $80,000.00.

In accordance with the Revised Statutes Annotated, as amended, 
of the State of New Hampshire, the Board of Merrimack County 
Commissioners herewith submit the annual report of the Com- 
missioners along with the Treasurer, Superintendent of the County 
Home and House of Correction, Farm Physician, Clerk of Super- 
ior Court, County Attorney, Chaplain, Sheriff, Auditors and County 
Extension Service for the year ending December 31, 1963. 


The activity of each department is reported in detail in this re- 
port. The persons in charge of these departments will furnish any 
further detailed information desired by any interested taxpayer. 


Merrimack County has been able to operate within the amount 
appropriated for 1963 with an unexpended balance of $3,531.53. 
Much credit is due to the Department Heads and their personnel 
for their cooperation and faithful service to the County. 


The County Home has been filled to capacity this year with an 
increase in the number of bed patients over the previous year 
which has required additional nursing personnel. 


The extreme drought created a water shortage at the Reservoir 
so it was necessary to undertake emergency action resulting in the 
drilling of an artesian well. This not only has remedied the present 
water situation but will prevent a water shortage in the forseeable 


future. 


In spite of the dry season the Farm was able to produce a good 
yield of crops but limited the Farm to only one hay crop. 


Mr. & Mrs. Treloar resigned as Superintendent and Matron to 
accept other employment. The position of Superintendent has been 
ably filled by Robert F. Lethbridge. The new Matron, Mrs. Gladys 
E. Tibbetts and the new Director of Nurses, Mrs. Mary E. Jelley, 
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have discharged their respective duties in a most commendable and 
efficient manner. 


We welcome visits and inquiries from interested citizens to be- 
come better acquainted with the procedure of County Government.

lt is with pleasure that [ present to you this annual report of 
the activities here at the Merrimack County Nursing Home, Farm, 
House of Correction and Jail. 


This has been a year of changes in the program, facilities and 
staff of the County Home. In May Mr. & Mrs. Treloar resigned 
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to accept a position elsewhere. Mr. Lester Tibbetts became Farm 
Manager, and Mr. Theodore Hilyard became Jailer. Mrs. Gladys 
Tibbetts moved up to become Matron, and Mrs. Mary E. Jelley 
became Director of Nursing. On July Ist Mr. & Mrs. Lethbridge 


were appointed Superintendent. 


I have tried to work the social program so that the patients have 
a film program once a week, a night program twice a month, 
and a special party or dance once a quarter. This has proved 
very successful and the patients seem to be enjoying this. 


I have also encouraged the auxiliary in their efforts, and under 
the guidance of Mrs. Lethbridge and their officers they have con- 


tinued their fine program. 


Mrs. Lethbridge has organized the girls of Penacook High School 
in candy-stripers. These girls come each afternoon for three hours 
to help and visit the patients. 


The occupational therapy program under its new leader, Mrs. 
Helen Bryne, has had a very successful year, the patients are 
now making numerous articles which they offer for sale. 


A new program in co-operation with the New Hampshire Division 
on Alcoholism has been started at the House of Correction and 
Jail under the direction of Dr. Grace Surber. This is a group 
therapy class and is proving helpful to those with an alcoholic 
problem. 


Despite the drought of this past year, Mr. Tibbetts with his assis- 
tant Mr. Wilson, was able to produce an excellent farm crop as 
you will see by the figures given elsewhere in this report, and 
our farm once again showed profit. 


Not enough thanks can be extended to all of the individuals and 
groups which have helped make my first six months here a 
pleasant and rewarding experience. | think the results of our cor- 
porate efforts have been the enrichment of the lives of those patients 


entrusted to our care.

The little periodical Merrimack Musings, pro- 
duced by Mrs. Lethbridge is very much enjoyed by residents and 
auxiliary alike. 


To illustrate some of the Wednesday programs, [| quote from 
the Annual Report of the Chairman of the Entertainment Com- 
mittee of the Auxiliary, Mrs. Evelyn Sokul. “It is impossible to 
please everyone in a large group, but all of the various programs 
has something of interest for someone. Listed below are some of 
the programs presented: 


The Ancient Art of Origami (Japanese paper folding) was 
demonstrated by Mrs. John Suter of Hopkinton. The first in a 
series of stories from New Hampshire’s Past—‘“The Old Tin 
Peddler”, was told by two members of the Auxiliary, with a cart 
full of gifts representing the old peddlers’ miscellaneous wares, 
a gift for each resident present, and then a trip through the wards 
with the remaining gifts. As a second in this series, a member 
gave a short talk on Hannah Dustin and her Memorial located 
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at Penacook. The April birthday party and program was presented 
by the Pineconia Grange and guild-member friends from East 
Concord. A reading, in negress costume, entertained the group 
with many a chuckle from the audience. Easter lillies, spring flowers 
and rabbits were used to decorate the tables. The following Wed- 
nesday an Auxiliary member held the interest of a goodly number 
of residents for nearly an hour with her talk on Birds. Several 
of her other topics have included rugs, sandwich glass and the new 
recordings of John Colby and the Robbins sisters of Franklin. 
The theme for the June birthday party and program was “june 
is Circus Month”. A history of the circus was reviewed and a 
display of tiny models of circus animals, clowns, merry go round, 
ete. was viewed with interest. There was a program featuring 
Master Douglas George, a budding young magician from East 
Concord. An attractive program entitled, “By the Summer Sea” 
was presented in August against a backdrop of decorated fish net, 
colorful beach towel, marine oil scene, etc. with games including 
sea shore sand and shells. A guest from Burlington, Mass. 
demonstrated her hobby of “Tri Chem” painting. She had stamped 
enough handkerchiefs so that every resident present might try 
her hand at embroidery painting. Another guest delighted everyone 
by playing her accordian for group singing and leading them in 
a motion song. Impromtu lectures with color slides by members 
about their travels at home and abroad were often enjoyed. Mrs. 
George Grant provided a moving program on bird feeders, show- 
ing beautiful slides of the New Hampshire Audubon Society. Her 
talk inspired the construction of several feeders for the patient's 
own window sills, the seed being kindly donated to the Home by 
the N. H. Audubon Society for the entire winter. 


All of the programs were interesting and entertaining, represent- 
ing loving desire on the part of those who arranged them, to give 
residents a bit of added happiness and to make their days a little 
brighter. 


In May, the Auxiliary lost its good friends and sponsors, Mr. 
& Mrs. Treloar, who left Boscawen. Although feeling the loss of 
their guiding hand very much, all the members strove to rise to 
the occasion by carrying on the visiting, entertaining and projects 
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as usual with the kind help of Mrs. Bryne, Mrs. Jelley, Mrs. 
Tibbetts and all the nurses. In the summer the Auxiliary was 
happy to weleome Mr. & Mrs. Lethbridge to the Home.

As indicated therein, the Surplus 
decreased by $10,572.99 in 1961 and $18,322.47 in 1962.

A revenue surplus of $29,408.76, plus a net unexpended balance 
of appropriations of $1,790.24, resulted in a net budget surplus 
of $31,199.00 in 1962.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the Superior 
Court during the fiscal years were examined and compared with 
corresponding entries in the Treasurer’s records. Supporting in- 
voices and payrolls were also examined and the classification of 
expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of Decem- 


ber 31, 1962, is shown in Exhibit G-2. 
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CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the Superior 
Court of Merrimack County were examined. Court receipts were 
checked by source, insofar as possible, and found to be properly 
recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk were supported by 
invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a 
Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY HOME AND HOSPITAL 


Receipts of the Farm from the sale of dairy products, livestock, 
produce and from boarders were checked by source through the 
triplicate receipt forms. All receipts of the Farm, as recorded 
in the cash book, were properly accounted for by the Superintendent 
through deposits in the bank to the credit of the County Treasurer’s 
account. 


Summary statements of receipts and expenditures of the County 
Home and Hospital for the years 1961 and 1962, are presented 
in Exhibits F-1 and F-2. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Net Overdraft of Appropriations —Application of R. S. A., Chapter 
24, Section 15, as Amended by Chapter 142, Laws of 1961: 


It is noted that in the year 1961, there was a net overdraft of 
appropriations in the amount of $21,041.97, as shown herewith: 


Overdrafts of Appropriations $52,534.64 
Unexpended Balances of Appropriations 31,492.67 
Net Overdraft of Appropriations $21,041.97 


In accordance with the provisions of R. S.A., Chapter 24, Section 
15, as amended, the Executive Committee of the Merrimack County 
Delegation at a meeting held on December 2, 1961, granted 
authority to the County Commissioners to exceed 1961 budgetary 
appropriations by the amount of $20,000.00. 
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Legal Expenses: 


In 1962, an expenditure of $1,783.57 was made on account 
of legal expenses, although no appropriation was included in 


the 1962 budget for that purpose. 


At the adjourned annual meeting of the Merrimack County 
Delegation, held at the Merrimack County Court House on February 
26, 1962, the following action was taken: 


“Moved by Stevens, duly seconded, that the item of $3,500.00 
for legal counsel be deleted from the budget and that no legal 
expense be paid other than those of the County Attorney by the 
Commissioners without first being approved by the Executive 
Committee of the Convention. Motion carried. Voice vote.”’ 


R. S. A., Chapter 24, Section 15, as amended by Chapter 142, 
Laws of 1961, provides in part as follows: 


“24:15 Exceeding Appropriations. No county commissioner shall 
pay, or agree to pay, or incur any liability for the payment 
of, any sum of money for which the county convention has made 
no appropriation, or in excess of any appropriation so made 
except for the payment of judgments rendered against the

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county. * 


In view of the foregoing, it would appear that the expenditure 
of $1,783.57 for legal services was made without proper authori- 
zation. 


Conculsion: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws 
of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary of its findings and 
recommendations (letter of transmittal) should be published in 
the next annual report of the County. This letter of transmittal 
should be included in its entirety but the publication of Exhibits
